Tips Of The Month 


IN FIELD REPAIRS 


Carry a role of black electric tape in your detecting bag. You can use it to hold your 
cable in place. fix a broken rod, and other emergency repairs. However, did you know that Radio 
Shack sells small strips of solder called solder tape (Cat. No. 64-010) that you wrap around a 
broken wire or connection and then melt it with a match! This allows you to make electrical 
repairs in the field that can be a real-life saver when you are miles from a soldering iron -- just 
don’t forget the matches. If you’re really into gadgets (like me), Radio Shack also sells a mini- 
brazier/solderer that uses micronox cylinders (they look like CO? cartridges) for totally portable 
heat. They cost from $15.00 to $30.00. 


SMALL COILS 


When the trash comes fast and furious, it’s time to switch to a smaller coil. However, did 
you know that the smaller coil also “sees” less ground mineralization. Therefore, don’t forget to 
re-ground balance, but more important, increase your detector’s sensitivity. The smaller coil can 
handle higher sensitivity and it will help to offset some of the depth loss. 

Did you forget your small coil? Try holding the coil higher off the ground. Round coils 
have a funnel-shaped detection area, so lifting the coil reduces the area the coil “sees” just like 
using a smaller coil. Use the more-narrow detection area to ferret out coins buried among trash. 


HEADPHONES 


How can you tell whether one set of headphones is better than another? Look for the 
Ohms rating (the electrical resistance of the speakers). The higher the Ohms rating, the more 
sensitive are the speakers which means they allow you to better hear subtle differences like the 
“round sound” of silver vs. the scratchy sound of trash (this holds true for metal detecting as well 
as music). Average headphones have an Ohms rating in the 30s; great headphones are in the 90s 
or higher. Keep that in mind the next time you buy a set of headphones for music, detecting or 
both (this formula does not apply to normal speakers that are usually between 4 to 8 Ohms).
